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Wildrose candidates 
debate issues

Wild Rose Conservative candidate Blake Richards, 
Liberal candidate John Reilly and NDP candidate Jeff 
Horvath discussed and debated everything from gun 
control to warplanes to taxation during a candidates 
forum in Caroline Wednesday. 

Sponsored by the Caroline Chamber of Commerce and 
moderated by Caroline resident Reg Dean, the forum at 
the Kurt Browning Arena attracted about 60 people. 

The Wild Rose riding includes Olds, Didsbury, 
Carstairs and Cremona. Voters head to the polls May 2. 

Horvath, Richards and Reilly made opening and clos¬ 
ing remarks, and provided answers and comments to 
more than a dozen written questions submitted by audi¬ 
ence members. 

Richards, the first-term incumbent in the riding, said 
the election is a choice between a Conservative govern¬ 
ment and coalition including the Bloc Quebecois. 

“The choice is between a stable national government 
with a proven natural leader, Stephen Harper, or one that 
is a coalition lead by Michael Ignatieff that would see 
Quebec separatists dictating the direction this country 
would take,” said Richards. 

“As Conservatives we want to help farmers by opening 
up new markets for them. Conservatives think victims of 
crimes should be the top concern of the justice system, 
that criminals should be punished." 

Richards said the opposition parties, which he called 
“tax hikers”, would “engage in new and expensive per¬ 
manent new spending programs that will threaten 
Canada’s return to economic prosperity.” 

“I will work towards your priorities by supporting low 
taxes and working to maintain Canada’s brands as one of 
the best places for businesses and entrepreneurs to 
invest and to create new jobs and opportunities,” he 
said. 

“I know that you believe that more of the money that 
you work so hard to earn should go into your wallet 
instead of to Ottawa." 

John Reilly said the Conservatives have failed to con¬ 
trol government spending while massively increasing the 
national debt.

Premier right to defend

While no one is likely to call 
■** ** Premier Ed Stelmach a fierce 
political fighter along the lines 
JS^EgL^ of Ralph Klein or Jean Chretien, 
his defence of the

shows that when push comes to 
shove he is capable of giving a 
good account of himself. 

When no less a personage than U.S. president 
Barack Obama voiced concerns about the 
province’s oilsands, and in particular whether the 
Alberta-owned resource is environmentally sus¬ 
tainable, Stelmach was quick to respond. 

And by doing so, the premier has at least 
ensured that all sides of the environmental 
debate over the oilsands continue to be given due 
consideration. 

In a widely reported speech, Obama jumped 
right into the ‘dirty oil’ debate over the oilsands. 

“These tarsands, there are some environmental 
questions about how destructive they are, poten¬ 
tially, what are the dangers there, and we’ve got 
to examine all those questions,” said Obama. 

In response, Stelmach said his government will 
continue working with stakeholders to ensure 
the oilsands remains a rruyor economic engine 
for Canada, but also that it is developed with the 
environmental impacts clearly in mind. 

“We will have a land use plan we can point to 
that responds directly to those criticisms and 
that is predicated upon industry and as impor¬ 
tantly, Albertans’ continued input,” said 
Stelmach. 

“The security of the American way of life is 
predicated in no small measure on a friendly sup¬ 
ply of energy. And it’s a message we have been 
driving home.” 

Stelmach made an offer to Obama to visit 
Alberta’s oilsands so he can formulate his views 
from first-hand knowledge. Hopefully Obama will 
take up the offer and come north for a visit. 

“All I can say to the president and any of the 
staff that is giving the president advice is come 
see for yourself. It gives us an opportunity to tell 
the Alberta story,” said Stelmach. 

One thing Obama should be told - if he doesn’t 
already know it, and he should - is that Canada, 
and Alberta in particular, is one of the best 
friends he’s got. 

Specifically, Canada year in and year out and 
without interruption provides more oil, gas and 
electricity to energy-hungry Americans than any 
other nation. 

So while Barack Obama has every right to 
ensure his country’s energy needs are met 
through environmentally responsible means, he 
must remember that Alberta deserves due 
respect. 

Stelmach has also called on Canadian federal 
election candidates to give the oilsands a fair 
hearing during t he campaign. 

Premier Stelmach is doing the right thing com¬ 
ing out in strong defence of Alberta’s key oil and 
gas industry.

have estimated the province lost 
between $50 billion and $100 billion 
while it cost the average Albertan 
about $18,000. No small matter, for 
sure. 

But 30 years have passed and 
Albertans are waiting for a reason to 
forgive and forget. They are not 
unreasonable. But they need some¬ 
thing, anything. But the Liberals have 
never bothered to come up with a 
platform that would make it possible 
for Albertans to turn the ugly NEP 
page and move on.

Lineker may very well be a sincere 
and intelligent man but what credibil¬ 
ity will he present to anyone in this 
Tory heartland? 

The liberals’ failure to prepare for 
the 2011 election in Alberta has sunk 
to an all-time nadir. And it is not like 
they did not see this coming. 

Since 2004 the Grits have been 
tanking badly in the region. The party 
finished second in the Red Deer rid¬ 
ing behind the Conservatives in 2004, 
third in 2006 and dead last in 2008. 
There is no further bottom left to 
sink to for the Liberals, unless it 
announces that Justin Trudeau, son 
of the late Pierre Trudeau, will give 
up his political aspirations in Quebec 
and agree to be parachuted in to win 
a seat in Central Alberta’s heartland. 

Certainly it has been a long time, 
longer than most people would care 
to remember, since the Liberals were 
considered ‘mighty’ anywhere in 
Alberta. But for the party, which gave 
Canadians Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Mackenzie King, IVrre Trudeau and 
Jean Chretien, to find itself in such 
dire straights - even in this Tory 
stronghold - is almost too painful to 
contemplate. 

It has become easy over the years 
to point to the haled Liberal-inspired 
National Energy Program (NEP) of 
the early 1980s as the source of 
Albertans’ disdain for anything Grit. 
After all, historians and scholars

town’s history. 

The museum is a logical 
place to start, as a source 
of information and as a 
unique and important 
building, since it was origi¬ 
nally the schoolhouse. 
Frankie Kelly of the 
Didsbury Historical 

Society regaled me with 
stories of the people and 
history of schooling in 
Didsbury. 

Ephraim Weber, the first 
schoolteacher, started 
teaching in the north end of 
the immigration shed in 
1896. 11c was paid 10 cents 
per student/per day, but 
only if they showed up for 
class. There were nine stu¬ 
dents. 

So how did the school 
move from a small, bor¬ 
rowed space to the impos¬ 
ing brick and sandstone 
building we see now? 
When a local school dis¬ 
trict was finally established 
in 1899, public schools 
began to be built. 
Didsbury’s first public 
school was a small wooden 
building on the property 
that the brick school now 
occupies. Plans were 
made for a larger school in 
1907 and debentures 
issued to raise the funds to 
build. The school cost 
$28,000 to be built! It 
seems like a small cost 
today, but of course it was 
a significant amount a cen¬ 
tury ago. 

This is a monumental 
building for the small town 
of Didsbury, historically 
and presently. It was built 


before the bylaw that 
required all downtown 
structures to use fireproof 
building materials. Imagine 
how imposing the school- 
house was, surrounded by 


the large round-headed 
arches over openings, as 
demonstrated by the boys 
and girls entranc es on the 
west and east side of the 
front facade. I hear that the 



relatively small, wooden 
buildings. 

The schoolhouse is built 
in the Richardsonian 
Romanesque style that 
incorporates French, 
Italian and Spanish 
Romanesque elements. Its 
massive, heavy look, was 
very popular for civic 
buildings. This style swept 
across the continent from 
the east in the 1880s, arriv¬ 
ing in the 1 west in the early 
20th century. Yes, we find 
ourselves using a style 
imported from the east, but 
Richardson was a maver¬ 
ick in that stylistically, he 
broke away from the 
European traditions and is 
known as the “First 
American Architect". 

The Richardsonian style 
is characterized in part, by

students filed through 
these portals accompanied 
by a beating hand-drum; 
pomp and ceremony befit¬ 
ting the architecture. Also 
typical is the simple, strong 
massing reminiscent of 
children’s wooden 
blocks. 

What I find particularly 
interesting is the way the 
designer (as yet unknown) 
incorporated the variety of 
rustication. The brick 
quoins (the vertical series 
of square protrusions made 
by bricks at each comer) 
are one form of this. 
Sandstone is used to good 
advantage to add further 
rustication at the base of 
the building and surround¬ 
ing the window and door 
openings. The sandstone 
also creates a lively con¬ 


trast between materials 
and textures, another 
Richardsonian feature. 

The square and ample 
bell tower, features fort¬ 
like slits at the top of the 
brick that supports the dec¬ 
orative series of arches 
(called ‘arcading’) and the 
roof. Although the arcad¬ 
ing is typical of the style, it 
is interesting to see it ren¬ 
dered in wood rather than 
masonry. The bell(s) them¬ 
selves are accessed thru a 
hatch in the small room 
that was once the town 
library. Could a small lad¬ 
der access have been the 
way the bells were rung 
when the school was built, 
I wonder? 

This beautiful building 
was without indoor plumb¬ 
ing, so drinking water was 
pumped from a well, and 
toilets consisted of out¬ 
houses that were later 
shared by the high school 
built next door. The light 
was what nature provided 
through the large nicely 
proportioned windows in 
all the classrooms. These 
windows are now covered 
on the inside to protect the 
collection of museum arti¬ 
facts in the rooms once 
filled with children. The 
heat was provided by a 
large coal furnace and 
tended by the custodian, 
Sam Franklin. I’m told that 
a group of people visited 
the schoolhouse (after it 
became the museum) in 
the middle of the night to 
experience whatever mys¬ 
terious energies they might 


encounter. They found that 
the building had a very 
happy feeling and that the 
furnace room area was the 
happiest. Perhaps this was 
because of the much-loved 
custodian and his kindness 
to the school children. 

I’m curious about the 
photo of the school chil¬ 
dren working in a large gar¬ 
den in front of the school. 
Was gardening part of the 
curriculum? 

The schoolhouse was of 
course altered as electrici¬ 
ty and indoor plumbing 
arrived in town, and used 
for activities other than 
teaching. During the 
Spanish Influenza outbreak 
of 1917-18, school was can¬ 
celled for the duration and 
the building was comman¬ 
deered to deal with the 
influx of flu patients. A 
hospital was built later, at 
the south end of town. 
During the Second World 
War the grounds were used 
for drills and practices. In 
1986 the building became 
the Didsbury Museum. 

I hope this little note has 
been interesting. There is 
so much more to explore: 
buildings cut in half, pic¬ 
nics, ghosts, fires and 
houses held up by tree 
trunks.

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Didsbury man charged with posession 
of pot and teen break and enter

Three teens broke into a 
garage Friday, April 8 in 
Didsbury. Police respond¬ 
ed to the complainant's 
home and were alerted to 
the odour of fresh cannabis 
marijuana coming from 
within the house. After 
obtaining a search warrant, 
police seized 42 grams 
of marijuana from inside 


the house and found evi¬ 
dence of an empty hydro¬ 
ponics grow operation 
from within the garage. 
Dustin Cameron, 33, of 
Didsbury, has been 
charged with one count of 
possession of a substance 
in an amount greater than 
30 grams. His first appear¬ 
ance in Didsbury 
Provincial Court will be on 
May 16, 2011. As for the 
teens that fled the home, 


witnesses were able to 
describe in which direction 
they went and police locat¬ 
ed them at another 
Didsbury residence and 
arrested them. Of the three, 
only one teen was charged 
with break and enter as 
well as breaching proba¬ 
tion. On April 11, 2010 the 
youth plead guilty on first 
appearance to a lesser 
included offence of mis¬ 
chief and probation 


breach, receiving 10 hours 
of community service for 
each charge and time 
served while remanded 
in custody over the 
weekend. The other two 
youth were diverted to the 
youth justice program 
related to the break and 
enter charge. Police said 
the break-in was related to 
the belief that there was a 
grow-op occurring in the 
home.
